Evolution of Business Demands Increasing Fixed 
Investments ; Days of Large Dividends Over

Before competitive conditions 
became an important problem the 
early companies in the industry 
developed fieldza only as they 
needed them and established retail 
marketing stations in only the 
most strategic pointe. Fixed in- 
vestments were held to a mini- 
mum, and naturally the large 
profite from the sale of of] and 
gasoline permitted large dividend 
disbursements and frequent stock 
and cash extras. The public was 
quick to perceive the speculative 
opportunities in companies of this 
kind, and the stock market per- 
formances fully lived up to ex- 
pectations. 


STATUS CHANGED 

Several factors have since inter- 
vened to change the complexion of 
affairs in the industry. It has be- 
come more of a stabilised 
ness, entailing tremendous inveét- 
ments in faciljties for production, 
manufacture, (transportation 
marketing. become a well- 
rounded out organizations it has 
become necessary for the com- 
panies to participate in each of 
these phases. Where they form- 
erly were concentrating in the 
spectacular and speculative busi- 
ness of drilling for oll, now they 
have become more of the manu- 
facturing and transportation type. 

Perhaps the oil traders are still 
looking for a revival of the market 
antics traditionally belonging to 
the ofls, and have not yet sur- 
veyed them in the light of manu- 
facturing companies. Except in 
times of speculative inflation, the 
latter companies move more sé- 
dately in the market, more along 
the tine of Steel common, Stude- 
baker, Westinghouse Electric and 
American Telephone. Companies 
of this type pay conservative div- 
idends and plough earnings back 
into the properties. 

Exigencies of competition and 
the enormous increase in the de- 
mand for petroleum and its prod- 
ucts are the reasons impelling the 
constantly growing outlay in fixed 
investments. Frenzied drilling 
campaigns to insure adequate sup- 
plies and reserves of the raw ma- 
terial are costly. Ot] lands are 
worth more money than a few 
years ago and it is necessary to 
provide heavily for geological sur-: 
veys and technical departments. 
The construction of steel and con- 
erete storage to retain the flush 
production takes a large slice out 
of income. 

MARKETING COSTLY 

Retail marketing, howeter, is 
/probably the most vexatious prob- 
‘lem confronting the ofl companies. 
Here they face difficulties that ac- 
count for expenditures that at 
times seem almost » inordinate 
when compared with the profit ob- 
(tained. Like many other busi- 
,nesses, the ofl companies have 
‘taken their business locations to 
the customer through the edop- 
tion of the.chain idea. The estab- 
lishment of a long chain of serv- 
ice station sites represents an im- 
portant investment in land and 
equipment and a corresponding 
,decrease in the amount available

REALTY PROFTTS POSSIBLE 

There is, of course, the prospect 
of “e profits in the sales of sites.

Insurance Held — 
Valid on Verbal 
Policy Renewal 


The question as to whether a 
verbal agreement to renew a fire 
insurance policy is binding was set- 
tled yesterday when United States 
District Judge Walter C. Lindley 
gave judgment for $22,216.67 in 
favor of Walter 8. Lindley, merch- 
ant, in his suit against the Glenns 
Falls Insurance Company of New 
York. 

The plaintiff's store at 1320 
South Main street burned on April 
6, 1924. Lindley’s policy elapsed 
several days before the fire and an 
agent called him on the telephone 
and he agreed to renew the policy. 
He sent a check to the company 


through the mail until after the 
fire. 


It was contended by the insur- 
ance company, the verbal agree- 
ment was not bind'ng in that Lind- 
ley’s signature was not affixed to 
the renewal policy before a no- 


tary. 

Judge Lindley. gave the plaintiff 
$20,000 under the policy and §$§2,- 
216.67 for costs and attorneys’ fees.
